Citizens’ Association Writes 
Harrison, Citing Convic- 
tion in Test Case. 


| EXPECT CITY WIDE ACTION 


Executive Awaited Only Decision 
of Court Before Outlin- 
ing Policy.

When Mayor Harrison returns to the city 
hall today he will find a letter on his desk 
from the Citizens’ association informing him 
of the conviction of Walter Snell, operator 
ofa “26” dice game. 

Shelby M. Singleton, secretary, and George 
E. Cole, president, accordingly wrote to ths 
mayor on Saturday asking him to suppress 
the game since a jury found “ 26" to be 
gambling and returned.a conviction. 


Letter Gives Facts to Mayor. 
The letter to the mayor follows: 
“On Sept. 10 this association wrote to you 
regarding the prevalence and bad effects of 
the dice game known as ‘ 26,' and suggested 
that you require the police to put a stop to 
the illegal and harmful game in question. 
Under date of Sept. 11 you stated that the 
matter was being investigated under your 
instr uctions. 
“On Oct. 18 the Citizens’ association again 
wrote to you about this matter, stating that 
we had gahered a mass of evidence upon 
which we.could base prosecutions, but that 
we did not desire to begin such prosecutions 
while your investigation was still in progress. 
Under date of Oct. 10 you wrote us as fol- 
lows: 

“Replying to your letter of Oct. 18, 
with reference to the game known as 
20, I am writing to inform you that the 
prosecutions in these cases have been set 
for Oct. 16, and I shall await the result 
of the trials. 

Verdict of Guilty Cited. 


“We now desire to call your attention to 
the fact that on Nov. 21, when the cases re-

As 
long as the American government does not 
recognize the belligerency of the rebels and 
does not press him close enough to really 
endanger his position, the probabilities are 
that he will prevent any real anti-American 
outbreak, because realizing it would end 
in a war and his overthrow. 

‘If he sees, however, that he is going he 
may, in an endeavor to save himself, de- 
liberately bring about anti-American rioting 
in an attempt to unite the people and put 
them back of him.

One élement. which makes for anti-Amer- 
icanism in Mexico is the small Spanish shop- 
keeper, of whom there is a considerable 
number. They dislike Americans and are 
continually talking of it to the lower classes 
„Who deal with them. The rich Spaniard 
would like intervention, because that would 
bring a stable government, under which he 
feels quite sure he would, by his industry, 
grow richer. 


Without Ideas of Restraint. 

The average Mexican has noconception of 
mercy or self-restraint when possessing an 
advantage over an enemy or possible enemy. 
This makes them interpret the present at- 
titude of the United States as due to fear 
of Mexico. They are morally certain they 
could defeat us should war come. In fact, 
the headquarters of the division of the Bravo 
of their army was put in Nuevo Laredo as a 
warning to the United States to be careful. 

This leads to a certain contempt for Amer- 
icans and their government which, making 


the Mexicans more abusive, only heightens 


the anti-American feeling already in exist- 


ence. 
Some of the anti-Americanism is due to 
Americans themselves. No one is more to 
blame for this than the ex-ambassador, Mr.

CALHOUN SAYS MISSIONS © 
_ GAVE FREEDOM TO CHINESE. 


Former Ministers Tells of Part Educa- 
tion Played in Successful Revolution 
Against Old Manchu Government. 


The American missionaries were among 
the leading faciors in bringing about the 
revolution and the overthrow of the Manchus 
in China, according to W. J. Caſhoun, former 
minister to China, who spoke_at the South 
Park Avenue Methodist church last night. 
| This influence was not exerted, Mr. Calhoun 
explained, through inciting the Chinese 
against the ruling classes, but through the 
education that has been given in various: 
sections of China at the missionary schools 
ever since foreigners have been admitted to 
that country. . 

The hope of the new republic in China, 
Mr. Calhoun said, rested on the manner 
in which the people were brought to under- 
stand the meaning of self-government. 

“ Being under the rule of the Manchus for 
centuries, the Chinese people asa whole have 
little idea of what their new government 
means to them he declared. There are a 
great many localities in China where the 
news of the overthrow of the Manchus has 
barely penetrated. It will be years before 
the people grasp the full meaning of the 
new government.”

RAILROAD RATES. 


} Railroad owners and managers are peti- 


tioning the interstate commerce commission 
and the various state commissions for per- 
mission to increase their failroad rates. 
Their requests are meeting but little suc- 
cess, and the railroad managers are com- 
plaining bitterly. } a 

At the present date there is more right 
on the railroads’ side than there ever has 
been in the past. 
mismanagemenf are, we believe, past for- 
ever. The most glaring cases of discrim- 
ination have heen rectified. A large part 
of the water has been squeezed from their 
stocks in the recent stock market decline. 
The railroads are paying more and receiv- 
ing less for service than ever in the past. 
In comparison to other industries, public 
and private, the railroads are probably giv- 
ing the greatest service per dollar received. 

It seems to them, therefore, especially 
hard while the cost of supplies and labor 
‘Climbs steadily their schedules of rates are 
held in place. They complain, with consid- 
erable justice, that the interstate commerce 
commission is consulting public sentiment 
rather than the fundamental requirements 
of railroad transportation. 

Public sentiment has been bitterly. anti- 


tically at reform, It listens with an atten- 
| tive ear to each story of railroad wrong- 
doing. 

‘The railroads in the meantime are far 
from doing all in their power to allay public 
suspicion. They show little disposition to 
correct injustices in individual schedules 
when these injustices can be protected by 


sophistry or by the strength of the shippers 
who benefit by the discrimination. They 
forget that an individual shipper retails 
er and over again the story of his wrongs 
to sympathetic listeners. 

The result is that the few dollars wrung

WHAT PANAMA TEACHES. 

HID sanitary success of Panama has 
been so dazzling that it is difficult to 
analyze the results. Yet an analysis 
of those results is interesting. Such 
an analy#is can be profitably applied 

to.the problem that the invasion of Mexico 
may impose in the event that invasion be- 
comes inevitable. 

Studying the statistics of deaths among 
the employés, we note that the improvement 
In conditions did not begin until 1906. In 
1904-08, and part of 1006, conditions were 
getting progressively worse. By 1906 it 
was evident to close students that we were 
headed for failure. It was in 1906 that the 
improvement in'pnéumonia, dysentery, and 
malaria began. The improvement in ty- 
phoid did not begin until 1907. 

~~ 

The lesson in this analysis is that it is not 
enough to know What to do. We knew 
what to do in Panama in 1904-06, We even 
tinkered at the job of doing it. In 1906 we 
quit tinkering and did it. 

It we stop at talk our army of invasion 
will get into trouble. If we apply the known 
methods we shall get results. 

Studying the statistics further, we find 
that certain diseases haye been banished; 
others have been diminished. For several 
months the monthly letter of transmittal 
hac ended with this paragraph: No cases 
of yellow fever, plague, or smallpox oc- 
curred on the isthmus during the month.” / 

Those diseages, the machinery for the ab- 
solute control’of which is instantly set in 
motion when a ship arrives bearing a case, 
have been banished. The diseases of which 
we are less afraid, concerning which we are 
most tolerant, are repressed, but not sup- 
pressed. The fear of typnold being greater 


than the fear of malatia, typhoid has been 


better controlled than malaria. 
— 


We are tolerant of malaria. We have 
growh up with the idea that chillers are 
not of much consequence, though we would 
ron an hour or a day to get away from a case 
of yellow fever. Though the case rate from 
malaria fell from 11 per cent in July, 1906, 
tg. J of one per cent in November, 1912, and 
we are proud of the improvement, we must 
not forget that in November, 1912, five men 
out of each 1,000 employés were in the hos- 
pital for malaria. That would mean in Chi. 
cago a hospital of 11,000 beds, filled with 
cases of malaria. 

While the death rate from malaria in 1912 
was one-twenty-third that of 1906, never- 
theless there were twenty deaths from ma- 
laria. This would correspond to 920 in 
Chicago. . f 

It is fair to eonelude that our army of in- 
vasion, if it entered Vera Cruz, would have 
a moderate disability rate from malaria. 

The employés of the canal commission 
have been under the excellent contro! of the 
sanitary authorities. The families of the 
employés, their wives and children, have 
been under good control. 

The cities of Panama and Colon are under 
local native government, but the sanitary 
authorities of the canal board have a limited 
authority. Their authority, over sanitation 
is quite broad. Their authority over the 
sick, particularly those sick from malaria, 


dysentery, and such maladies, is much more 
limited. |

The death rate from disease among white 
employés for 1912 was 8.25; that of the 
United States army was 2.66. The death 
rate from disease among American emploꝝ es 
and their families was 4.22. The death rate 
for the isthmus, including the population of 
Colon and Panama, was 20.40. 

In other words, authority to clean up and 
keep things cleaned up is not enough for the 
best results. The cities occupied by our 
armies will be made healthier than they now 
are, but they will not get to the army stand- 
ard. In spite of the best we can do, they 
will feed some infection to the army.

Berlin of the former demi-mondaine, 

the Countess von Treuberg, on charges 

of extensive frauds and usury, is a fullfiedged 

member by birth of one of the oldest and 

most illustrious of the mediatized or former 

sovereign houses of Germany, that of Isem- 
burg. 

It is a family allied by marriage to half 
of the now reigning dynasties of Europe, the 
widow of its head, the late Prince Charles, 
being the Archduchess Marie Louise of 
Austria, while her son, Prince Leopold, after 
the failure of his projected alliance with Miss 
Pullman of Chicago, has now eas wife Prin- 
dess Oiga of Saxe- Weimar.. : 

Princess Alexandra of Isemburg, an el- 
derly woman of nearly 60, is accused of hav- 
ing been associated with Countess Trepberg 
as a tout for her usury and matrimonial 
agency business, and her family must now 
bitterly regtet that they did not place her 
under restraint years ago, since her record 
shows that she is without any sense of finan- 
cial or even moral responsibility. 

Twice married and twice divorced, she has 
run thréugh three large fortunes, has re- 
peatedly been arrested on charges of swind- 
ling, fraudulent bankruptcy, etc., and has 
been made the subject of hue and ¢ry adver- 
tisements by the police, ot Germany, Switzer- 
land, and other foreign countries.

When I Was an officer of the regular army 
I served several years on the Rio Grande 


i and for a long time directly opposite Presi- 


dent Juarez’s headquarters, whom Maxi- 
milian had run up to Juarez, and I never 
heard anything to speak of in regard to this 
and our gafrison at Fort 
Bliss commingled daily with the cabinet of 
the president and the many officers of the 
Mexican army. 

It is true that Maximilian Was executed 
under this law, but the horrible and brutal 
custom certainly goes back to 18%, ‘f not 
further. | 
March 6, 1836, at the battle of’ Coleta, the 
Kentucky Mustangs. under Capt. Brad- 
ford; the Red Rovers.“ and other com- 
panies from Alabama, all under the com- 
mand of Col. Fannin, were met by Gen. 
Urres Fannin was surrounded by Urrea in 
the open prairie, without water. They made 
preastworks of. their wagons and fought «a 
long time.

He has been one of the men sitting in the 
background,” he said. ‘‘ During the sixteen 
years in which the Democracy fought to re- 
turn to control in the nation Roger Sullivan 
has contributed his time and money to the 
cause, without selfish motive.

HEARINGS BEGIN TODAY. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. G., Nov. 38.—[Special.}—A 
more liberal policy toward the failroads in 
the way of increase of freight rates is ex- 
pected as a result of the practical reorganiza- 
tion of the interstate commerce commission, 
Wich is impending. 

The commission. tomorrow will begin to 
take evidence for and against the application 
of the railroads for an increase of 5 per cent 
in rates in the territory east of the Missia- 
sippi and north of the.Potomac, The rail- 
roads claim such an igcrease is an absolute 
necessity and that if they fail to get it they 
will be forced te make retrenchments which 
will be injurious to future service. 

It is contended, moreover, that the Increase 
ie justified by the heavier cost of opera- 
tion, including the payment of higher wages 
to employés. 

The railroads have engaged in a systematic 
campaign designed to create a public opinion 
in support of their application. 


Pressure on Commission. 

Considerable pressure has been brought to 
bear upon the commission through politicians 
and others, and a number of railroad em- 
ployés’ organizations have been urged to get 
behind the railroads on the ground that an 
increase in rates is necessary in order to pre- 
vent reduction in pay. 

The hearings will be conducted in the be- 
ginning by four members of the commission— 
Clark, chairman, and Harlan, McCord, and 
Myers. If the president should reappoint 
Judge Clements he will be able to take part 
in the hearings. On account of the impor- 
tance of the matter the president is being 
urged to fill speedily the three vacancies 
existing on the commission. 

According to the gossip in circulation here 
the majority of the present commissioners 
favor the requested increase in rates. The 
commisioners insist they have not made up 
their minds and cannot do so until all the evi- 
dence has been submitted. 

Rail Attorneys Prepare Arguments, 

A number of prominent railroad attorneys 
are in Washington prepared to argue for the 
them- 
selves with facts taken from the books of 
their clients and believe they have a strong 
case. Besides the evidence which will be sub- 
mitted by the attorneys for the roads the 
commission has had special agents at work 
and will consider the reports which they will 
make on actual conditions.

VOTE TONIGHT ON 


LIGHTING RATES 


Aldermen Expect Opposition 
to Grant of New Common- 
wealth Edison Ordinance. 


WOULD AID 85,000 USERS. 


A sharp fight is expected in the city coun- 
oll tonight when the ordinance to regulate the 
rates of the Commonwealth Edison company 
will be called for passage by Ald. Lewis D. 
Bitts, chairman of the gas, oil, and electric 
light committee. A week ago this was made 
special business for tonight. 

A considerable faction is disposed to ac- 
cept the opinion of the city electrician, who 
iterates the claim of the company that the 
proposed reduction would be of considerabie 
benefit to 85,000 consumer? of electricity. 


There is quite as active w faction, led by | 


Ald. Merriam of the Seventh ward, show- 
ing spirited opposition, based principally 
on Mr. Merrlam's claim that the small con- 
sumers receive the minimum of benefit and 
should receive much more. He is particu- 
larly opposed to making the life of the or- 
dinance, under these conditions, as long 
as five years, and is urging that it be for 
only two or three years. 
Saving Under Proposed Rates. 

The ordinance as drafted provides for « 
rate of 10 cents a kilowatt hour for the first 
hour’s daily use of maximum demand, 5 
cents for the second and 8 cents {or all ex- 
cess, to become effective March 1 1914. A 
rate of 10-5-4 is to become effective Dec. 1. 
The present rate is 10 and 5 there being no 
excess rate. 

City Electrician Ray Palmer has prepared 
figures showing how the 10-5-3 rates would 
affect consumers. Of 115,206 apartments 
consuming electricity 48,137, or 41.8 per cent 
would be benefited by the new rate, he as- 
sert. The average bill for an apartment 
is $4.15, on which the saving would be 58 
cents, or 14.1 per cent. 

Of 6,018 houses where electricity is used, 
2,748 would be benefited, the average bill 


being $5.50, on which the saving would be 
62 cents, or 11.8 per cent. Ot 11,388 busi- 


| ness offices, 9,856, or 86.8 per cent, would be 


benefited. The average bill is $7.15, which 
would be reduced by $1.26, or 17.6 per cent, 
Mr. Palmer says.

Other Public Officials than 
State Legislators May Be 
Asked to Explain.

RAILROADS HAVE “GOODS” 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) - 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—([Special.]— 
Members of the state legislature are not th“ 
only public officials who will come in for 4 
grilling in the investigation of the railroad 
pass evil in Illinois by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

It was disclosed here today that the com- 
mission possesses information that thou- 
sands of passes are issued annually by the 
railroad and the Pullman company to I- 
nois judges, state and county administrative 
officers, aldermen, mayors, and other city 
officials. 

More of “The Boys.” 

It appears also that the boys who, State 
Senator Denvir says, jokingly wrote the 
blackmailing letters, signed with his name, 
to the Burlington railroad have been heard 
from in other quarters, 

Not only the Burlington but other rail- 
roads in Illinois have interesting collections 
of letters from members of the legislature 
relating to free transportation. The com. 
mission has called for this correspondence 
and intends to devote some close attention to 
the humorous operations of the boys.“ 

Furthermore, the commission is on the 
trail of other correspondence in which rail- 
road officials are alleged to have informed 
legislators and other officials that further 
favors could not be granted because of dis- 
obedience to the wishes of the corporations 
in governmental matters. 

Scandal May Be Result, 

If the conditions in Illinois prove similar to 
those the commission unearthed in Colorade 
a scandal will be the result and prosecutions 
will be jnstituted wherever violations of the 
law are disclosed. 

In relation to passes granted to public off- 
ctals the commission spoke its mind in no un- 
certain fashion in the Colorado report: 

“The viciousness of the free pass practice 
manifests itself strikingly in its political 
aspect. The record shows that judges, state 
officials, members of the legislature, county 
and municipal officers, including mayors and 
aldermen, have very generally made use of 
passes. 

Not only has this been the case, but the 
record shows that where passes were not 
volunteered they were asked for by public 
officials. Even judges have not hesitated 
to pursue this course. Persanal requests by 
judges upon carriers for passes are disclosed 
by the record, accompanied by expressions 
of their sense of obligation for such favors 
granted to them both before end after they 
went on the bench. 

Passes for “Political Services.” 

“As all know, these servants of the people, 
elected or otherwise chosen to make, admin- 
ister and to enforce the state laws, in various 
ways come into official contact with carriers 
and in various capacities have official duties 
to perform touching the interests of carricrs. 

“The railway witnesses, when asked to 
state the grounds upon which passes had 
been given to particular individuals, frankly 
expiained that it was because of * political 


services.’ 


“The record leaves no ground for doubt- 


ing that the purpose of the carriers in afford- 
ing them the use of their facilities without 
cost was to create such a relation with them 
and to put them under such obligations as 
would tend to the advantage of the carriers 
in some form or other when occasions arose 
in which their interests were involved.

“The relation created by a pass between a 
carrier and a public official is also naturally 
mo. e or less subterranean; neither the carrier 
nor such a recipient of its favors desires the

REALIZES NEED OF PRESSURE

Ww ngton, D. C, Nov. 23.—[Special.)-Ioe 
his annual message to be read to the as- 
sembled houses of congress on Tuesday of 
next week, President Wilson will reiterate 
his demand for the prompt enactment of a 
currency reform bill. 

He will point out that two pledges made by 
the Democratic party to the people have been 
cerried out—the revision of the tariff and the 
adoption of an income tax. He will make it 
clear that obstruction and delay should not 
be tolerated in connection with the passage 
of the currency bill The country needs the 
legislation and must have It promptly. 

In a way, the president's views will coneti- 
tute a criticiam of the senate, since the house 
of representatives lost no time in adopting 
the measure approved by the chief executive. 
The senate, however, is not Mkely to be 
hastened by what the president will say. 
Even the Democrats of that body are unable 
to get together in support of the principles 
erunciated by the president in the house bill, 
and the leaders doubt the wisdom of a caucus 
on the basis that it would show such disaffec- 
tion, even ingurrection, as to give the impres- 
sion that the party is on the eve of disruption. 

Prevents Split in Party. 

The special session, which will end on Sat 

urday next, has given the lie to those who 
predicted a split between the conservative 
and progressive Democrats before many 
months of the administration had passed, and 
it is not deemed advisable to force a situa- 
tion which may cause an irrevocable break 
between the president and his supporters and 
those who are opposed to some of the fea- 
tures of the White House policies. 

Putting the best face he can on the situa- 
tion, President Wilson is expressing satisfac- 
tion with what the extra session has accom- 
plished. He claims special privilege has re- 
ceived a knockout blow by the tariff re- 
vision and by the way in which wealth has 
been taxed through the excise on incomes, 
and as to currency reform, it is now on ths 
way to final achievement. 

A currency bill has passed the house ang 
ia on the calendar of the s« ate. Mr. Wilsos 
intends to do everything in his power to 
limit debate and to exercise pressure on in- 
dividual senators with a view to securing the 
adoption of the fundamental principles in 
which he believes. If necessary, he will force 
the senate to his way of thinking by having 
the house hold out against provisions which 
he regards as objectionable. 

Maintains Party Harmony. 

The president has succeeded in maintain- 
ing party harmony in spite of the divergent 
views among his followers, and this is some- 
thing of real importance. The tariff, it will 
be recalled; was originally responsible for 
the demonstration of inaurgency in the Re- 
publican party. 

Mr. Wilson avoided anything of the kind 
in his own party, except in the case of the 
senators from Louisiane. He did so by in- 
sisting upon only a comparatively few con- 
ditions, by invoking the power of the secret 
caucus, and by frightening members of the 
two houses through the charge that an in- 
sidious lobby was at work seeking to betray 
the party and prevent the country from get- 
ting what it wanted.

Besides, 
there is the mental loss caused by the physical 
discomfort. On the other hand, many stenog- 
raphers and women clerks, as well as men, 
sacrifice a little of their permanent. store of 
health and strength every day because they do 
not have an adequate luncheon. 

Miss Emma Suter Jacobs, director of do- 
mestic ecience in the public schools of Wash- 
ington, D. C., writing In “The Beonomy Ad- 
ministration Cook Book,” on the subject of 
luncheon, says: 

Luncheon is a meal for which usually the 
least preparation is made, yet it is the one 
which has the most positive influence on the 
health of the individual. A strong body is 
the foundation for success in whatever work 
one is engaged. Food is the most important 
factor for the building of this strom body: 
hence it should be nutritious, palatable, and 
attractive. 

By careful selection of the material served 
for luncheon anemic conditions may be quick- 
ly overcome, while, on the other hand, disre- 
gard of the rules governing the selection will 
be more quickly. followed by breakdown than 
when the food for the dinner ig improperly

“The food served fer luncheon must be such 
es can be digested or made available for nse 
with the minimum expenditure of the body's 
energy; otherwise the ability to work during 
the afternoon will be curtailed. For this meal 
there should be one hot dish, as hot food is 
more acceptable and more quickly assimilated 
than cold. There should be a relish, which 
may be a sweet or green food. These two 
dishes, with the regular bread and butter, will 
tonstitute a well balanced meal. Elaborate 
dishes or combinations of dishes are out of 
place for the noon meal. 

“The box or wrapped lunch should be most 
carefully planned and prepared. Provision 
should be made, if possible, to reheat some 
dish or to purchase a hot one to supplement 
that which is carried. Have ready paraffin 
paper for wrapping, a folded box, a screw top 
bottle for milk, cocoa, or soup, covered cup 
or jar for soft materials, such as custards, 
salads or jellies.”

Congress Will Be Asked to Repeal All 
but Copyright Clause. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 23,—[Special.}— 
In order to quell the storm of protest from 
American manufacturers, the administration 
will ask congress to repeal nearly all of the 
law recently enacted for the protection of 
foreign exhibiters of patented and copy- 
righted articles at the Panama-Pacific ex- 
position. 

This law, known as the Kahn act, “gives 
United States protection to foreign patent 
richts and copyrights shown by foreign ex- 
hibiters during the exposition and for three 
years thereafter. Severe penalties are pro- 
vided for infringement of the foreign rights. 

As foreign patents are ganted indiscrim- 


Einately on any article, American manufac- 


turers, particularly of common articles and 
devices not patentable under the American 
law, have visions of being prosecuted as in- 
fringers of foreign patents on the same 
Protests Cause Big Stir.
